CORN SHOW PROVES BIG. VALUE 
OF THE CORN CLUBS TO GEORGIA 


viewed the corn show exhibition in 


the state capitol last week without an 
appreciation: of the tremendous value 
to’Georgia of the boys’ corn club 


movement. 

The increased corn production due 
solely to the physical efforts of the 
boys themselves, while reaching a 
goodly figure, is but a drop in the 
bucket compared to the value of the 
example in the stimulation of the ag- 
ricultural industry, and to the invest- 
ment in future citizenship. 

The value of Georgia’s corn crop has 
increased $30,000,000 in five years, and 
it is unquestioned that the boys’ corn 
club movement was, perhaps, the fore- 
most factor in bringing about this in- 
crease. Yet the crops made by the 
boys alone did not make up this value, 
nor anything NMke it. They bave 
helped bring it about through the 
force of their example. Their indus- 
try and energy has reacted upon the 
farmers within their sphere of infiu- 
ence; their employment of improved 
methods of cultivation has proven 
their value and caused their adoption 
by farmers all around them. 

Example, both of the boy and meth- 
ods employed, has thus reacted upon 
the farmer generally, and he has done 
better work and made use of more ef- 
fective methods, bringing up his own 
production to a higher standard. 

There is now scarcely a county in 
the state but feels the effect of this 
influence. In less than five years the 
membership in the boys’ corn clubs in 
Georgia has grown from nothing to 
10,000; the membership has almost ex- 
actly doubled in the last year; an- 
other year it may reach 15,000. More 
than ninety counties were represented 
by exhibits at the  seé6nd” annijal 
Georgia corn show; another year there 
will probably be 125 in the Hsts. The 
spirit has proven infectious, and other

, London, December 17.—Suffragettes 
put John Redmon, leader of the Irish 
nationalist party, to torment today at 
a home rule demonstration in the 
northwest of London. 

For half an hour the Irish leader 
watched the forcible ceviction from 
the hall of his disturbers, whose in- 
terruptions and desperate resistance 
to the ushers caused a rapid succes- 
sion of rough and tumble scenes. 

Men, as well as women, were thrown 
bodily out of the hall. Among the 
men were some clergymen, who had 
protested against the rough handling 
of the women. 

During the half hour Mr. Redmon 
was able to utter only a single sen- 
tence, which was to the effect that 
it seemed to him almost tragic that the 
woman's cause, which, in the minds 
ang hearts of so many, was so great, 
should be turned into a comic inter- 
lude. 

Suffragettes rose in all parts of the 
house and shouted down the speaker, 
who obLviously was pained by the 
shrieks emitted by the women as they 
bounded out through the nearest door. 
Free fights were frequent, ang it was 
three quarters of an hour before Mr. 
Redmon was able to get his appeal to 
the audience to recognize that [rish 
claims for a separate nationality were 
consistent with claims to imperial loy- 
alty, which, consequently would bury 
fathoms deep all traces of disloyalty 
and bitter memories in the hearts of 
Irishmen.

DISCUSS SOCIAL CONDITIONS 


“To look into the betterment of con- 
ditions among working girls,” was the 
note struck which held the earnest 
attention of the Georgia branch of the 
Women Welfare Workers of the 
National Civic Federation Friday 
afternoon at their meeting with Mrs. 
Robert F. Maddox at her country 
home, “Woodhaven.” Mrs. John K. 
Ottley, president of the Georgia divis- 
ion, presided. Reports were made by 
the secretaries, Mre. J. M. High and 
Miss Elizabeth High; by the corre- 
sponding secretary, Mrs. Lowry, and 
by the treasurer, Mrs. John Grant. 

Mrs. Albert Thornton reported as 
chairman of the membership commit- 
tee; Mrs. Henry Jackson, as chairman 
of committee on government em- 
ployees; Mrs. C. A. Wood, as chairman 
of committee on industrial employees. 

Mrs. Parmalee, a member of the 
Sheltering Arms assoclation, made a 
report on the nature of the welfare 
work done by that onganization 
among industrial operatives. 

Mrs. Maddox told of the welfare 
work being done for the employees 
of several large manufacturing plants 
visited by her during a recent visit to 
Detroit. 

Mrs. White, principal of the Giris’ 
night school, gave an account of the 
welfare work which is being accom- 
plished through the medium of the 
night school and its relation to the 
girl, who, working all day, strives to 
increase her efficiency by attending 
echool at night 

Miss Eckert's Stirring Address. 

“You may think it is a purely civic 
question, or one that pertains to tem- 
perance or better sanitation and 
health that is your greatest problem 
in Atlanta, but it is the ‘girl problem’ 
which is your greatest problem,” said 
Miss Daisy Eckert, secretary of the 
Young Woman's Christian association, 
who was invited to the meeting to 
tell the story of her work among 
women industrial operatives. 

She talked of the monotony in the 
life of many young women who have 
to work from morntng until night

done for them. 

“Her life, whether good or bad, re- 
acts on the life of the community,” 
Mies Eckert explained, and she plead- 
ed for the working girl, for befter 
quarters for her and better condi- 
tions surrounding her where she 
works. 

Welfare Work Praised. 

The welfare work being done in 
many of Atlanta’s bie manufacturing 
plants was praised. Mrs. Ottley re- 
ferred to the report sent by the dis- 
trict vice president in Macon, Mrs. 
Walter Lamar; which showed that the 
spirit moving the welfare workers of 
that community was in the direct way |

business, as is to be seen on any old 
hill. This we ‘“gyarantee.” They 
‘kiver”’ the ground they stand on, in- 
deed, and lap over. They seldom die, 
except from overwork. This we do 
not “gyarantee,” because at best, life 
is uncertain. We don’t claim that they 
lay like slot machines, because we do 
not believe that a slot machine has 
ever been advertised, u:rless possibly 
in the Billville Banner, that would dare 
compete with the Brown Leghorn in 
a laying contest. 

But seriously, we have too many 
birds to keep in one flock, and will 
therefore have either to sell some of 
them or divide them into two or more 
flocks, as we want them on the range, 
we are thinking of building a cheap 
colony house off in the field and try- 
ing out a bunch that way. What do 
you say of the plan? We have just 
bought a pen of White -Wyandottes, 
Shoemaker’s Strain. Don’t you think 
they woulq go better under the colony 
sy stem? 

I want a word on behalf of us small- 
er breeders. Granting all that has 
been said about the novice’s thinking 
that he has fine birds, simply because 
they are from some noted strain. When 
ihrough improper handling they may 
be only scrubs, and that some of us 
allow our fowls to mix through ignor- 
ance, I Lelieve that some of the best 
chickens in the south todav are way 
out on the farm in small flocks, where 
conditions are ideal. Many of our 
flocks are from the best t*..t the big 
Lreeders have got. They have been 
carefully bred, according to natures 
way. They are therefore as good as 
the best. Yet the very weight of the 
man’s reputation, who runs an exten- 
sive business, will sell his stock and 
eggs at fancy prices, when ours, just 
as good, will go beggin~ at one-third 
value. Isn't that so? So there now, 
you prospective buyer, when you see 
our little ads in the Constitution next 
spring, don't imagine for a moment 
that because it is not in. big black 
letters that we haven't “got the goods.” 

Answer—This letter is from a last 
year's—or perhaps the year before—be- 
ginners in poultry culture. It takes a 
large amount of “old horse sense” to 
make a success in poultry culture, and 
our friend Boone has a full dose of 
it. | 

So far as the “Colony house” is con- 
cerned, if I understang correctly what 
you mean, there are several “Colony 
Systems” advertised and operated over 
the country, from Philo, who advocates 
a three-by-six pen, to others.who be- 
lieve in colony houses out On a range. 
~The very latest system that is not 
patented is this: Take out of your 
flock the best of your birds; make 
pens for as many of them as you like; 
put fifteen Leghorn hens and one cock 
or cockerel in each run; kill or sell 
every cockerel or cock in the out- 
side flock, anq keep them out on the 
range without a male, ang let them 
lay infertile eggs only. Those con- 
fined in the runs will furnish you 
breeders to keep up your stock. The 
hens out on the free ranv will lay 
more and better eggs, cost far less

CHICKENS ARE WABBLY. 

Mrs. J: A. Davis, Lafayette, Ala.— 
Dear Uncle Dudley: I have a flock of 
Barred Rock hens and about two 
weeks ago two of my young hens got 
to where they couldn't stand up 
straight on their legs; they walked 
clear back to the elbow on both legs; 
otherwise they seem well and hearty. 
I notice that I have some more get- 
ting down. I have two fine hens that 
will walk a few steps straight and 
then begin to go down until they get 
to walking as I told you the first did. 
Will you please tell me what is the 
matter and what to @o for them? 

Answer—Your chickens have either 
been overfed or they have been eating 
food that has poisoned them. I rather 
think that the cause is over-feeding. 
Decayed flesh will poison them. De- 
cayed, spoiled corn will sometimes 
cause them to act as you describe 
yours to have acted. It is a very dif- 
ficult matter to tell what really is the 
matter except I could see them. You 
should give them a laxative and then 
for two mornings in stfcession a téa- 
spoonful of tincture of dandylion.

More and more do we learn that land 
is the best thing to fall back on In 
time of trouble. Business men realize 
that it is not wise to keep piling up 
all they earn and putting it back “in 
the business.” This form of pyramid- 
ing is as dangerous as speculating. 
Every year whennet earningsare cal- 
culated a certain percentage should be 
used to strengthen the business; but 
a large portion of such net earnings 
should be invested in something ab- 
solutely foreign and independent of 
it.

Why not invest this surplus fund in 
bonds ani stocks? The temptation 
would be to convert them and put the 
money back in the business. As well 
keep actual cash in the bank at 4 per 
cent, ready at any time to be taken 
out for an emergency. The salvation 
of a business man is land which he 
cannot sell on the spur of the moment 
and dump the money into a sinking 
ship. Many a man is absolutely rich 
today because his independent hold- 
ings consisted of land; at a critical 
time in ais affairs he turned loose 
everything else and held on to this 
land, which increased in value and 
made up for every loss. There was 
once a prominent business man in this 
city who owned a tract on the edge of 
town; in time of stress he held on to 
it, although there was a temptation 
to let it go. 


One great advantage about land is 
that you cannot wrap it up in a piece 
of paper and sell it some morning 
when an emergency occurs, The tract 
out on the edge of town increased in 
value to such an extent that over one 
hundred thousand dollars worth of lots 
have been sold off, and twice that 
amount ~“emain unsold, Stocks or 
bonds would have been thrown into 
the breach and all would have been 
lost.

TEN ACCUSE SELVES 


London, December 7.—All England 
is reading about the terrible murder of 
Dolly Grey, an 18-year-old girl who 
Was the belle of Yarmouth, the pride 
of the young fisherfolk of the Lin- 
colnshire seaport.

London, December 7.—According to 
London friends of Lady de Bathe (bet- 
ter known as Lily Langtry), the “Jer- 
sey Lily” is going to devote the rest 
of her life to literature and has signed 
a contract with a big syndicate in ths 
United States for a series of retro- 
spective and introspective articles 
which promise to be more than ordi- 
narily interesting.

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Cordele, Ga., December 7.—<(Special.) 
John Christmas was killed late this 
afternoon at King’s Mill, three miles 
from Sycamore, and his brother, Jim 
Christmas, and J. D. Ward, all-of 
Vienna, Dooly county, were critically 
wounded in a bloody battle between 
the employees of the lumber concern 
and the Christmas boys, backed by a 
number of relatives and friends. Oth- 
ers were injured in the affray, but none 
seriously. 

The mit] operatives alleged that C. 
R. Christmas, a relative to John and 
Jim Christmas, had been paying atten- 
tion to a negro woman, for which, on 
Jast Saturday, they administered a 
severe horsewhipping to him, burning 
his clothes and other personal effects. 
Learning of this severe treatment to- 
day, relatives and friends of Christ- 
mas left Vienna on the first train for 
Sycamore, securing conveyances there 
to the mill. 

The mill operatives were expecting 
them, and had armed themselves with 
automatic guns. The Christmas boys 
were unarmed, it is reported, though 
determined to settle the difference 
with the young man’s enemies. 

Shooting Follows Argument. 

Upon the arrival of the men from 
Vienna a heated argument arose, be- 
coming so threatening that older men 
employed at the mill intervened in ef- 
forts to prevent bloodshed. Their ef- 
forts were without effect on the infuri- 
ated men on both sides, and shortly 
the shooting commenced. Young 
Christmas was killed almost instantly. 

News of the shooting affray reached 
Vienna within a few minutes after it 
occurred, and in time for other relg- 
tives of the Christmas boys and a 
number of friends to take the Georgia 
Southern and Florida “shoo-fly” to £0 
to the scene of the disturbance. Stren- 


uous precautions are being taken to} 


prevent further bloodshed, and it is 
thought that quietness will be main- 
tained in the vicinity of the mill. 
There were several eye-witnesses to 
the shooting, though it has been im- 
possible to obtain the names of those 
who toek part. L. Brown and a man 
named Little are said to have taken 
sides with the mill empleyees. 

It is understood that the Christmas 
boys were willing to settle the differ- 
ences amicably if the mill operatives 
would pay for the burned clothing of 
the young man and compensate him 
in other ways for the whipping; bu 
this the mill men refused to do. 

Wounded Men May Die. 

The body of Christmas was sent to 
Vienna tonight for funeral servicey 
and interment tomorrow afternoon, 
The two wounded men were also taken 
to Viengwa on the same train.

Greensboro, N. C.. December 7.—An 
indictment against John H. Carter, for- 
mer president of the American Nation-. 
al bank, of Asheville, charging the 
misapplication and embezzlement of 
funds approximating $100,000 during a 
period of seven months, was returned 
by a federal grand jury here today. 

Fifty-four Separate Counts. 

There are fifty-four separate and 
specific counts. In twenty-one sepa- 
rate and specific counts, it is alleged

Admission was made by government 
representatives who made the exami- 
nation of the books of the bank, and 
furnished the data upon which. the 
bill of indictment was drawn, that 
Carter's shortage had been Known for 
some time, and that it had been fully 
covered by the directors of the bank, 
which is now saig to be in splendid 
condition. It was stated that Carter’s 
indictment was purposely delayeg that 
the bank might recoup its losses, and

Interested in Atlanta Enterprises. 

The indicted banker has a wide rep- 
utation as an organizer, a score of 
banks in this state ang a string of 
small institutions in North Georgia 
having been organized under his di- 
rection. He was heavily interested 
in wgeveral Atlanta enterprises, and 
was an official of the Florida Home 
Insurance company before its failure 
several years ago.

WAR SHADOWS: 
ARE VANISHING; 
CURUPE IS LAL 


Prospects. Bright for Seitlement 
of the Balkan Question, 


POWERS MEET IN LONDON 


To Settle All Questions Growing Out 
of War---Servian-Austrian 
Tangle Is Serious. 


London, December 7.—Prospects for 
a satisfactory and reasonably rapid 
settlement of the Balkan war and of 
the great European interest depending 
upon it, seems brighter tonight than 
at anytime since the allieq armies 
took the field against Turkey. 

The envoys from the Balkan king- 
doms, Greece—if Greece decides to par- 
ticilpate—and the Ottoman empire will 
hold the first meeting of the peace 
conference next Friday. At the same 
time ambassadors of the great powers 
at London ,charged with the task of 
protecting the interests of their coun- 
tries, will meet as a sort of court of 
appeals to watch, advise and admonish 
the peace delegates. 

Diplomacy Has Been Strained. 

To reach even this complicated ar- 
rangement has strained all the resour- 
ces of European diplomacy. There have 
been times in the last month when 
even the contest of all the governments 
to a friendly gathcring appeared be- 
yond the range of possibilityy Aus- 
tria consented yesterday to join the 
ambassadorial conference, and Ger- 
many, Which stood aside awaiting the 
decision of its ally, announced its ac- 
quiescence today. 

This will be by far the most impor- 
tant assembly of diplomats since the 
Berlin conference after the Russo- 
Turkish: war. Giants, like Bismarck, 
Beaconsfield, Saisbury and Gortchak- 
off, to be sure, will not tread the stage, 
but their successors who do wil have 
an equally important work to perform. 

One question, charged with the pos- 
sibilities of disaster is Servia’s un- 
quenchable determination for an Adri- 
atic port and <Austria’s determination 
that she shall not have it. Servian 
official newspapers make it plain, how- 
ever, that the little kingdom has made 
up its mind to take instructions from 
the powers, so far as public opinion in 
Servia will let it. 

Turkey toe Lose Territory. 

A second interesting struggle will 
take place over Turkey’s endeavors toa 
hold as much of the conquered terri- 
tory as Oriental diplomacy and the 
help of friendly powers can save for 
her.

After Conference it Was Agreed That 
Reorganization Must Be Post- 
poned for Year. 


Washington, December 7.—Repub- 
Wiean governors fror: a dozen states, 
and party leaders in congress with 
whom they informally conferred to- 
day, have agreed that no definite steps 
toward a reorganization of the repub- 
lican party are practical within a 
year. Opposition from progressive re- 
Publicans whom it was desired to 
bring into the movement, and apathy 
on the part of the men who have been 
identified with the party’s greatest 
activity, have helped to convince the 
leaders in the reorganization move- 
ment that no concerted plans should 
be undertaken until late next year. 

Many Kepublicans Conferred. 

A conference planned by Governors 
Hadley, of Missouri; and Tener, of 
Pennsylvania, and presided over by 
Governor Goldsborough, of Maryland, 
brought together here today repub- 
lican executives from states covering 
the entire area where the progressive 
republican fight was most severe dur- 
ing the recent campaign. The confer- 
ence was called ‘or an “exchange of 
Views” and nothing further was at- 
tempted by those back of the move- 
ment. As the result of the conference, 
however, it became apparent that any 
Zeneral plan of reorganization will 
embrace a reduction of representation 
from southern ¢tates; and an adoption 
of primary systems for selecting dele- 
fates to the national convention. 

Prior toheconference of governors, 
Governor Hadley, of . Missouri, had 
canvassed the republican and progres- 
Sive forces of the senate, to ascertain 
the feeling toward proposed action to 
strengthen the party. It is under- 
stood progressive senators, who still 
maintain their clliance with the re- 
publican party, gave little support to 
the proposal for reorganization: and 
that Many “regular republicans” de- 
clared emphatically that they believed 
it too early to attempt any concerted 
effort toward party rehabilitation. 

Those present at the conference 
were Governors Hadley, Tener and 
Goldsborough; Eberhardt, of Minne- 
sota; Carroll, of Iowa: Pennewill, of 
Delaware; Oddie, of Nevada: Vezey, 
vf South Dakota; Spr,, of Utah; Glass- 
cock, of West Virginia: McGovern, of 
Wisconsin: Carey, of Wyoming, and 
Governor-elect Hanna, of North Da- 
Kk Ota. 

No formal] statemet.. was issued by 
the conference, and its participants 
declared no action had been taken as 
to a@ party convention next year, or 
a committee to consider political con- 
ditions. 

Governor Hadley Makes Statement. 

Governor. Hadley made a_ personal 
statement later, however, with the ex- 


He declared that 
the deflection of 4,000,00° ‘voters from 
the republican ranks in 1912 “requires 
a careful consideration,” and urged 
that a national convention be called 
before the beginning of the next cam- 
paign to redraft party rules so that 
no question could be raised over the 
“representative character” of national 
republican conventions. 

Governor Vesey, of South Dakota, 
one of those present, is progtessive 
national committeeman for that state, 
and announced he would attend the 
Yprogressive gathering at Chicago next 
week. He remained in the conference, 
however, and participated in the dis- 
cussion. Governor Tener, of Pennsyl- 
vania, said there had been a free ex- 
change of republican views and a gen- 
eral expression of hope that the re- 
publican party could be strengthened. 

Views of Two Governors. 

"New York, December 7.—Governors 
Hadley and Eberhart were to. have 
been speakers at the second annual 
dinner of the New York Young Repub- 
lican club tonight, but sent word that 
the party conference in Washington 
had detained them at the capital. 

“Any wrong there may be in party 
management can be made right,” said 
,Governor Eberhart in his __ letter. 
“Nothing but selfish leadership can 
prevent this, and it behooves every 
loyal republican to work in securing 
united action.” 

Governor Hadley wrote:

Make Personal Inspection 


Street Railway Promises to Begin 
‘Work Monday---Other Paving 
Projects Looked Over. 


The demand of MarTetta street mer- 
wants and property owners that work 
ke resumed instantly stirred Mayor 
Courtland S. Winn yesterday morning, 
and after making a tour of inspection 
he declared that he would instruct R. 
M. Clayton, city engineer, to make a 
Start between Tabernacle place and 
Jones avenue Monday morning. 

“The street is in a horrible condi- 
tion,” the mayor declared. “Work 
should be resumed to give the people 
the relief they demand, and I have 
urged the city engineer to push the 
work just as fast as he can.” 

The committee, composed of Dr. R. 
W. Weaver and F. J. Chappelear, ap- 
pointed by the Marietta street meet- 
ing Friday night, called at the mayor's 
office, but were unable to see him. 
While the committee was waiting, 
Mayor Winn and City Engineer Clay- 
ton went to Marietta street to make 
a personal inspection. Upon his return 
he instructed Captain Clayton to make 
arrangements to start work Monday 
morning, and will urge President Pres- 
ton Arkwright, of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, to proceed with 
the readjustment of 2,000 or more feet 
of tracks. ; | 

Street Railway Promises Relief. 

The mayor declared that the rail- 
way company has promised to start 
work Monday morning. The switch at 
Simpson street will require thirty days 
to be placed, but will not necessarily 
obstruct the work of laying and ad- 
justing the water matin at that potnt. 
Contractor T. D. Meador, who has the 
contract for the wood block paving, 
has his machinery and $5,000 
worth of material on the ground ready 
to start work just as soon as the rail- 
Ways company is finished on the street. 
The pavement has been laid from 
North avenue to Jones avenue coming 
to the city. 

City Engineer Clayton said Satur- 
day that the readjustment of the 
tracks on the outer end of the street 
had been practically completed, and 
that he has been informed by the 
street railway company that a full 
force of men will be plaved on the 
job Monday morning. 

The street car company, at the in- 
Stance of the county, put a full force 


portant that the street in that terri- 
tory be put in condition first. 
Ready to Adjust Water Maine. 

General Manager Smith, of the wa- 
ter department, says that he will be 
ready to start work on the adjustment 
of the water matns at an instant’s 
notice; in fact, all that Assistant Su- 
perintendent Rapp was waiting on 
wag the rajllway company to get start- 
ed on the adjustment of the tracks 
between Jones avenue and the Taber- 
nacle. The department has a 20-ineh 
main to adjust, and the Southern Bell 
Telephone compeny has a conduit to 
put down. 

“It is up tothe street rallway compsa- 
ny to turn over the street to the water 
department, the telephone company 
and the paving contractor,” says En- 
gineer Clayton. “The atreet can be 
completed within thirty days after the 
paving contracter gets started.” 

While he was -on the Marietta street 
job Mayor Winn decided to visit the 
various other streets of the city on 
which paving work is being done. Out 
on Boulevard, the property owners are 
complaining that the contractors are 
not laying the pavement according to 
specifications. . 

The city contracted for a bitumfnous 
macadam. It was found to be broker 
in a number of placés, ‘and Mayor 
Winn said that it would have to he 
repaired before the city would ac- 
cept it. 

The Highland avenue paving is pro- 
gressing rapidly. Wood block ts being 
put down. 

Highland Avenue Work Delayed. 

The regrading and other preparatory 
work on Highland avenue has delayed 
the job to a slight extent,. but the 
mayor has the assurance of the con- 
tractors that the work will be rushed 
to early completion. 

The St. Charles avenue paving is 
almost completed. The stone has been 
placed and crushed, and the contract- 
ors are ready to put on the top coat- 
ing. 

The bituminous macadam out on 
West Fourteenth street has been com- 
pleted, and is up for acceptance by 
the city. 

The mayor said that he was greatly 
impressed with the work on the new 
Bellwood avenue bridge. 

He also made a yisit to the site upon 
which the city will erect its new 
$278,000 crematory, and found that the 
old plant had been taken down. All 
that remains is a shell of the fur- 
naces and the stack. The contractor, 
who is demolishing the plant, will fell 
the stack. It has been found that it 
will cost much more than the estimate 
to take the stack down piece by 
piece.

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Indjanapolis, Ind., December 7.— 
Funds contributed by the International 
Association of Bridge and Structual 
Ironworkers to sustain its strike 
against “open shop” iron and steel con- 
tractors, which was begun in 1905 
and continues, were investigated in the 
cross-examination of witnesses by the 
government in the “dynamite” trial 
today. The government charges that 
money was contributed to promote vio- 
lence, out of which grew the Mc- 
Namaras’ plots. 

Patrick F. Farrell, New York, for- 
mer member of the union executive 
board, testified that $10,000 was con- 
tributed to the New York district coun- 
ell ironworkers on account of the 
strike there, but he denied it was used 
for improper purposes. . 

On February 3, 1908, a drawbridge in 
construction for the city of New York 
at Pelham, fell into the bay because

The ase came to trial at a special 
term of the Chattanooga superior 
court on Monday.

The introduction 
of testimony required three days. Ar- 
guments were made by some of the 
leading attorneys of the north Georgia 
bar, and the case went to jury Friday 
afternoon.

Power Rates Are Cut Through- 
out the City.

Atlanta will get lower electric and 


' . power rates after January, 1913. 


The agreement between the city and 
the Georgia Railway and Power com. 
pany, under the ordinance granting 
the merger of the public utility com- 
panies, fixes the maximum rate per 
Kilowatt at 7 cents net and 4% cents 
per kilowatt for current for exclusive 
power or heating purposes. The rate 
allows for the usual monthly discount 
On bills for payment on or before the 
10th of the month. 

Mivtmum Charge Cut in Halt. 

The minimum charge of $2 per 
month made by’ the Georgia Railway 
and Electric company, prior to the 
merger agreement, is reduced to $1 
met per month, and the minimum 
Charge for current for power  pur- 
poses, made by the same company, is 
reduced to 50 cents per month net 
horse power per month for the horse- 
power capacity of the motor in the 
excess of two horse-power. The rates 
will apply to the present city limits 
and to the limits to be established. 

The city insisted that the rates be- 
come effective not later than January 
1, 1913, and it was so understood when 
Mayor Winn signed the ordinance, 
March 11, 1912, and it was further un- 
derstood then that in the event the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
secured current from the development 
of Tallulah Falls the reduction would 
become effective earlier. 

The new rates will not result in an 
fmerease of any classes of regular 
Tates now in effect, and for the pur- 
pose of supplying electric service to a 
consumer outside of the underground 
district, the city agreed to let the 
company string overhead wires along 
the highways without cost to the con- 
sumer to an extent of reaching a 
point in front of the premises not to 
exceed 200 feet from the lines exist- 
ing at the time the application was 
made. 

Repair Law Unchanged. 

As the result of the agreement, the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
ig to pay into the city treasury a sum 
equal to the costs or charge for ‘pav- 
ing sixteen feet on all streets on which 
the company has a double track. With 
reference to repairs, the present law 
lg to be followed. 

The ordinance directs contracts for 
electric current for light, heat or pow- 
er purposes, shall be for a period of 
one year, under the rates named in the 
ordinance. 

The lower rate*which Atlanta con- 
Sumers will enjoy is the result of nego- 
tiations between a special committee 
appointed by council and Preston Ark- 
wright, president of the Georgia Rail- 
way ang Power company, the Georgta 
Power company and kindred com- 
panies. 

City Agreed to Merger. 

The city agreed to the absorpticn by 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, by consolidation of the Georgia 
Power company, the Atlanta Power 
company, Piedmont Power company, 
Interstate Power company, Atlanta 
Hydro-Klectric company, North Georgia 
Power company, Atlanta Water ana 
Blectric company and the leasing of 
the Georgia Railway and Electric com- 
pany. 

The Georgia Railway and Power 
cOmpany agreed that the percentage 
Charged on the gross receipts of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric com- 
Pany, as fixed and established by the 
ordinance, should be maintaineg and a' 
like percentage maintained on all ex- 
tensions made in the name of thi 
Georgia Railway ang Flectriec company, 
and furthermore, on all business done 
by the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, in addition to the business 
derived through the franchises of the 
Georgia Railway ang Electric company, 
within a radius of sevin miles from 
the center of the city. It also agreed 
to the maintenance, so far as prectica- 
ble, of all ordinances and amendments 
relating to the grant of the Georgia 
Railway asd EPlectri: company.

LATE COUNT TOLSTOI BELIEVED 


HE HAD BEEN CHOSEN MEDIUM! 


Paris, December 7.—One of the most 
striking sentences in the diary of the 
late Count Leo Tolstoi (which is print- 
ed this evening in the’ Journal des De 
Bats as his hitherto unpublished testa- 
ment and was replaced by a brief 
formal will dated July 27, 1910, by 
which he left all his literary property 
to his daughter Alexandra) reads, “If 
the people of the world wish to read 
my writings, let them dwell upon 
those passages where I know the di; 
vine power has spoken through me, 
and let them profit from them through- 
out their lives.” 

The diary is printed on the author- 
ity of Count Sergius Tolstoi. It was 
written by his father under date of 
March 27, 1895. 

Count Leo Tolstoi asked that all re- 
frain from saying god of him after 
his death. 

After referring to himself as the in- 
terpreter of divine power, he said: 

“I have had moments when I felt 
myself to be the medium for the ex- 
pression of the divine will. I have 
sometimes been so impure and so sub- 
ject to personal passions that the light 
of truth has been obscured by my own 
obscurity; but, despite all, have serv- 
ed at times as the intermediary for His 
truth, and those have been the hap- 
piest moments of my life. May God 
will that, passing through me, these 
truths have not been sullied, and may 
mankind find in them its pasture. It 
is only In that that my writings have 
importance.” 

The diary begins by saying that if 
he does not make another, this shall 
be his testament. 


Tolstoi then requests to be buried | 
where he dgies—if in a city, In the least 
expensive coffin and in the least ¢x- 
pensive cemetery—where the poor are 
buried.” 

He continues: “Let there be no 
flowers, no wreaths, no discourses and, 
if possible, let the funeral take place 
without priéts and without liturgy, 
but if that is disagreeable to those 
who bury me, letme be buried with the 
liturgy only, as simply and cheaply 
as possible.” 

After asking that no announcement 
of his death appear in the newspa- 
pers and no obituary be printed, Tol- 
stoi writes at length concerning the 
disposition 2: his works. 

Referring to his ugppublished writ- 
ings, he prescribes tnat only those ve 
printed which will “be useful to man- 
kind.” He asks his heirs to abandon 
to the public the right to publish his 
former works—that is, to renounce 
the author’s rights. 

After giving instructions relative to 
the classification of wis papers by his 
wife and daughters, he orders his dia- 
ries to be destroyed when what is 
worth preserving has been extracted 
from them. This applies particularly 
to the journals he Kept when a bach- 
elor, when, he said, he led the usual 
miserable life of young men without 
‘principle. Then he adds: 

“After all, jet my diaries remain as 
they are. It may be seen from them 
that despite the platitude and misery 
of my youth, God did not abandon me, 
and that as I grew older I learned, 
however little it wce:, to understand 
and to love Him.”

Many Other Changes---Former Stars 
to Help McGugin With 
Eleven.

Nashville, Tenn., December 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Plans are being made at Van- 
derbilt calculated to greatly enhance 
the Commodore reputation in athletics 
as well as establishing a permanent 
football coaching system and the ac- 
quirement of a complete and up-to- 
date athletic field and stadium. 

Some.years back a tract of lang of 
about twelve acres was acquired by 
local Gitizens with the idea of holding 
it for use as a future general athletic 
field for Vanderbilt. This property 
is a few hundred vards southwest of 
the campus, and its acquirement grew 
out of the fact that Dudley field was 
deemed not only inadequate for. its 
purpose, but would be eventually used 
as a building site for university; struc- 
tures. Those buying the property in 
question have been holding it for the 
Vanderbilt Athletic association which, 
according to Dr. Dudley, dean of Van- 
derbilt athletics, will soon take steps 
looking toward the building of a mod- 
ern concrete stadium and two football 
fields, with a general recreation field 
for student sports of all kinds. 

When the figures are officially an- 
nounced, it is expected that the profits 
of the past fotball] season will be 
about $6,000, and, according to Dr. 
Dudley’s statement at the annua! foot- 
ball banquet, the bulk of this money 
will be set aside for early use along 
the lines indicated. The consumma- 
tion of these plans will give Vander- 
bilt the first equipment of its kind in 
the entire south. 

Another announced step looking to- 
ward the establishment of football at 
Vanderbilt on a more scientific and 
improved basis is the further assu- 
rance of Dr. Dudley that Dr. Owsley 
Manier will not only be retained next 
season as assistant coach and trainer, 
but it is intimated that as Dr. Manier 
is to locate here next fall for the prac- 
tice of medicine in his home town, he 
is to be counted upon as becoming as 
permanent a part ofthe coaching sys- 
tem as Coach Dan McGugin himself. 

It is further understood that begin- 
ning next fall, a more formal alumni!

The lack of 
thig character of work in any sort of 
serious form is an admitted defect in 
Vanderbilt coaching, which in future 
years it is hoped to remedy by calling 
inte service as many former Commo- 
dere stars as possible.

It is only on the extraordinary oc- 
casions when great artists are brought 
here from a distance that Atlanta has 
the opportunity to enjoy concert work 
like that presented at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Richardson last 
week, when Mr. and Mrs. Yon Skibin- 
. Sky, in recital, were hearg by a lim- 
ited audience of musical friends. All 
_the more gratifying is it since the work 
of these two artists is what it is, fol- 
lowing appreciation. 

Mr. SkKibinsky is a violinist of high 
artistic attainment, and his playing 
displays a wealth of poetic sentiment, 
Breat technical ability and fine artis- 
tie conception. His solo groups in- 
cluded -compositions by Drdla, Hubay, 
Cuil, Popper and a Mazurka composed 
by himself. Deserving of special men- 
tion was Cui’s “Orientale,” a most orig- 
inal and unique composition, freighted 
with true oriental atmosphere, and 
rendered with a grace and finish that 
thoroughly captivated his hearers. 

His “tour de force,” however, was 
the first movement of Tschaikawski's 
lL) major concerts for violin. This won- 
derful work with its strong natural 
color and its intensity of emotion, its 
broad sweep and abandon, was ably 
Mastered by Mr. Von Skibinsky, and 
Was played with a fire and an innate 
understanding that only a Russian can 
feel for the highest product of Rus- 
sian art. 

Mme. Charlotte Von Skibinsky is a 
young planist of extraordinary attain- 
ment. A pupil of Jonas, Krause and 
other famous masters of the present 
day. Her art is not only founded upon 
the finest training and the most 
thorough foundations that the old 
world affords, but a most unusual nat- 
ural ability, fine musical temperament 
and keen Interpretative powers have 
blended to form a most complete and 
artistic whole. Her technical ability 
is equal.to the highest demands, and 
she ssesses an astonishing strength 
and brilliancy, a warm resonant sing- 
ing tone for melodic passages—in fact 
her work shows every subtle shade 
of tonal color. ; 

Most remarkable of her numbers was 
the Liszt E flat major concerto, one of 
the most bizarre and strangely fan- 
tastic in the catagory of piano concer- 
tos, making technica] demands upon 
the performer and a veritable feat of 
Planistic jugglery. Mme. Von Skib- 
insky’s rendition of it displaved a 
mastery of its gigantic technical diffi- 
culties, wonderful dynamic effects and 
splendiqg and impelling rhythmical 
qualities all the way through. 

Her solo numbers by Jonas, Chopin, 
Iiszt, Arensky, Rubenstein and Mos- 
kowski were calculated to exploit ev- 
ery feature of her art—exquisite tone 
Shading, clean-cut, brilliant technique, 
beautiful rhythm, a warmth ang depth 
of unusual sentimentandastrong indi- 
viduality in interpretation. 

The accompaniment work for Mr. 
Von Skibinsky’s solos was most de- 
lightful, and supplied an instrumental 
background, rich in tonal setting and 
yielding to every nuance of the play- 
er’s mood and expression. 

The orchestral accompaniment to the 
concerto numbers was played by Miss 
Bartholomew on the pipe organ, and 
were rendered in her usual capable 
and forceful style, forming a fittingly 
rich and majestic tonal setting to 
each work. 

Miss Louise Barilli, one of the most 
delightful of Atlanta singers, her voice 
a fresh dng beautifully trained so- 
prano, contributed a group of songs, 
Among them, one of the most charm- 
ing, a composition by her father, who 
is as widely known as a composer as 
his musicianship is recognized.

The reader of human nature gets 
his best notes during the season of 
Christmas shopping, and the croaker 
who would reform twentieth century 
civilzation has a feast of subject mat- 
ter presented to him.

HOW TO MAIL 
XMAS PACKAGES 


Postoffice Issues Timely Instruc- 
tions to Insure Promptness 
and Prevent Loss. 


Sixty extra clerks will be employed 
by Postmaster McKee to handle the 
Christmas mail. Exactly how much 
the volume of mail will be increased 
this year by the extra packages due 
to the holiday business cannot now 
be estimated, but there will, of course, 
be the usual big rush and the post- 
master is preparing for any contin- 
gency. 

He therefore announces: 

That all mail must be fully prepaid 
with stamps; no Red Cross stamps 
will be good for postage, and they 
must not be used s0 as to seal any 
but first-class matter; packages 
should be taken to the office if pos- 
sible; name of sender should be put 
on all letters and packages; all ad- 
dresses should be legible; all pack- 
ages must be securely wrapped; mail 
matter of value should be registered; 
Christmas packages should be mailed 
as early as possible; articles of mer- 
chandise mailed with books or other 
printed matter will be subject to 
fourth-class rate; domestic parcels 
post rates do not go into effect until 
January 1, 1913. 

The postmaster also calls attention 
to the fact that the following class of 
articles are unmaileble: Perfumeries 
and other liquids, unless packed in 
the manner prescribed by the post- 
office department.

ELBERTON PLANT 


City Electrician Commends Mu- 
nicipal Plant Which Gives 
City -Neat Income. 


The municipal electric plant at El- 
berton, Ga., will be enlarged by the 
erection of an additional plant, if the 
recommendations of R. C. Turner, At- 
lanta’s city electrician, are carried 
out. The additional building will be a 
Steam plant which can be operated in- 
dependently of the water power plant 
on the creek. It will cost $12,000, 
says Electrician Turner, but it will 
save Elberton.$450 a year in the haul 
of coal alone. 

Elberton’s city cduncil 
invited City Mlectrician Turner to 
make an inspection of their little 
Plant, which serves current to °7,0vv0 
inhabitants at a minimum rate of $1 
per month, and asked him to make a 
report on such recommendations as 
may add to the efficiency and econo- 
my of the pianrt. 

“I never saw’ a finer Httle plant in 
a. my tlife," Mr. Purner says. “It 
has a water power with a fall of 20 
feet on the creek and is doing fine. 
The city wants a plant that it can 
alternate with, and I am going to 
urge them to build another plant on 
the railroad on a site which will cut 
down the expense of hauling coal. It 
is the most important recommenda- 
tion that I am going to make.”

I 
have talked with survivors of the La 
Bourgogne. Most of those who were 
ee to shore from her were short- 
lived.”

Educati

follow the general adoption of woman /} 


suffrage, was the declaration made by 
Mrs. Olaf M. Guldin, of Fort Wayne2, 
Ind., at today’s session of the National 
Soctety for the Promotion of Indus- 
trial Education. 

Mrs. Guldin asserted that politics of 
today had Kept the school system in 


most communities old and obsolete. 

Stewart Reed ,of West Albany, N. 
Y., during an address, urged that the 
efforts to educate the workingmen be 
explained to them fully. He said: 

“The working man _ today believes 
that industrial education is a trap to 
ensnare him. He thinks it is nothing 
more than a weapon in the hands of 
manufacturers to create such a de- 
mand for his position that he will 
himself be at the mérey of his em- 
ployer. The working man believes 
that you are trying to cheapen labor 
instead of raising its standard and the 
standard of his pay.’ 

The remarks of Mr. Reed, who is a 


‘machinist,and a union labor leader of 


national repute, created a sensation. 

During his speech he told the delce- 
gates that they could expect to make 
some progress toward the necessary 
reforms when they took off their kid 
gloves and their accents, cut out sev- 
en-course. dinners and cultivated a 
first acquantance with the working 
claSses, whose destinies they were 
trying to direct. He said, however, 
that actual experience had taught him 
that a system to teach boys and girls 
workable knowledge of the differenti 
trades in part of their school time is 
the present greatest need of the na- 
tion. 

Frederick A. Geier, of Cincinnati, 
took issue with the remarks of Mr. 
Reed, and said that the proposed na- 
tion-wide public school system of in- 
dustrial education which has been dis- 
cussed at the convention is not local 
nor limited to’ those of any one class. 
Mr. Geier, who Is a manufacturer, said 
that the industrial fate of this coun- 
try is largely involved, and this fact 
will be made plain before many years, 
when the workers of the. United 
States, through tariff changes, will be 
brought into keener competition with 
the skilled tradesmen and artisans of 
other countries. 

Clarence J. Owens, managing direct- 
or of the Southern Commercial con- 
gress, Washington, predicted that the 
Page-Wilson bill now before congress 
for the extension of industrial educa- 
tion, would be passed by both houses.

With nothing to build the enterprise 
upon Mrs. Wilson and a few devoted 
women took up the work of raising 
$25,000 with which to purchase the 
honie and the farm lying adjacent. 
The lecture given by Mr. Theodore 
Roosevelt just after his visit to Af- 
rica, brought the association a little 
less than $5,000. The Harris family 
contributed $5,000 and Andrew Carne- 
gie offered to duplicate the amount 
raised by the Roosevelt lecture. The 
various entertainments given by the 
association brought in smaller amounts 
and the purchase began to assume 
proportion. It now remains to raise 
$5,000, and this, it is hoped, wil] come 
through the generous co-operation of 
the club women in the south and the 
children in the schools. If every man, 
woman and child would contribute but 
a small sum, the home would be 
taken over at once and the memorial 
made one of whicn Atlanta and the 
entire south would be proud. The 
women of the Uncle Remus Memorial 
association have never asked the pub- 
lic for assistance, believing in their 
own ability to conduct the matter, but 
the time for establishing the memoria] 
the association is 
ready to open the home, which can be 
done with a little as-istance from the

Think of the Lex- 
ington, Ky., children, and the children 


of the confederacy at Marietta volun- 


tarily sending their little income to 
help kee the home of their dear 


friend Uncle Remus so that other lit- 
tle children who come after them can 
have a place to go and learn of Brer 
Rabbit and Sis Cow and all the other 
fascinating characters of a great man’s 
brain! Professor Agnew of Columbia 
university, and Matthew Page An- 
drews, of Baltimore, unasked, unso- 
licited, sent contributions to the fund, 
and it is now up to Atlanta and the 
state in which Mr. Harris was born 
to lend their aid, it seems to me.

It is therefore most fitting that his 
home should be preserved, and that the 
grounds should be made into a play- 
ground for the little children with 
which he peopled the walks and sunny 
places in Snap Bean Farm the latter 
years of his life. 

Gift From Mrs. Harris. 

When the Wrens’ Nest and Snap 
Bean farm is bought and paid for, the 
women engaged in the work of pre- 
serving it will have, as a gift from 
Mrs. Harris, the widow of the great 
man whom they are thus honoring, all 
the furniture and belongings of Mr. 
Harris in the rooms where he worked 
This part of the Wren’s Nest will be 
converted into a museum where a care- 
taker will be always ready to show 
the visitors through and serve them 
with a cup of tea.

SOIL SURVEY BUREAU 
WORKING IN GEORGIA 


Washington, December 7.—(Special.) 
The bureau of soil surveys has begun 
work in six aditional counties in Geor- 
gia, to map the soil and show what 
crops are best suited to them. In ad- 
dition, these maps, which represent an 
infinite amount of labor, will show 
every city, town and village, every 
schoolhouse and every little creek, 
church, and schoolhouse in the county. 

A report on Tattnall county pre- 
pared by H. H. Bennett, will soon be 
issued. This report says that with 
proper ditching all of the county is 
Suitable for farming except the bottom 
lands, and even these can be reclaim- 
ed. Turpentine and lumber industry 
formerly attracted more attention than 
farming in this county, says the re- 
port; but in the last decade agriculture 
has improved, until now it ranks all 
other industries. Crop diversification 
is recommended to the farmers, and 
deep plowing. 

The report on Glynn county is now 
being distributed. 


CLAPP WOULD LOCALIZE 
USE OF CAMPAIGN CASH 


Washington, December 7.—Senator 
Clapp, chairman of the comittee in- 
vestigating campaign funds, today in- 
troduced a bill to prohibit the send- 
ing of campaign funds from one state 
to another, to aid campaigns of a 
candidate for president, vice president, 
representatives or senators. 

The measure does not re»resent the 
concerted action of the investigating 
committee, but Was presented by 
Chairman Clapp as his suggestion of 
the remedy for excessive use of money 
for campaign purposes. 

In a statement to the senate, he de- 
clared such a law would prevent the 
“dumping” of great sums of money 
into outlying states by wealthy com- 
munities like New York. 


EX-KING MANUEL VISITS 
HIS RUSSIAN FIANCEE 


St. Petersburg, 
The visit of ex-King Manuel, of Por- 
tugal, to Russia was in connedstion 
with his engagement to a Russian 
Princess.

Berlin, December 7.—The arrest in 
Angola, West Africa, of the Hon. 
Francis Richard Shackleton, formerly 
Dublin Herald and a brother of the 
famous Antartic explorer, Sir Ernest 
Shackleton, hgs created a tremendous 
sensation throughout Ireland. It is 
expected that at last the “amous 
mystery of the Irish crown jewels 
(which vanished from the strong room 
of Dublin castle in broad daylight) is 
to be unveiled. Scotland Yard 
teictives and an American sleuth in 
the pay of the British crown trailed 
Shackleton around the globs to uig 
hiding place in Angola.

Throughout the pre-convention campaigns of all parties, during 
the post-convention campaigns—and for years leading up to the 


present time—the dominant note among men who really mold and. 


reflect American opinon has been the re-nationalizing of the 
country. : 

The process has been materially accelerated by the republican, 
now the president of this nation, and his predecessor. 

From every side, from men of every shade of political belief, 
from representatives of the ruling and the declining generation, the 
message has been couched in the same terms—the burying of old 
animosities, the throwing aside of the political barrfers that so long 
kept the south from coming into its inheritance of full American 
citizenship. : 

The election of last month came as a climax to this steadily 
increasing tendency. North, east, south and west voted, as they 
had never voted before, for the same men and the&ame principles. 


And the south, pre-eminently, voted its convictions, free of every 


shred of political expediency. 


It is, therefore, as representatives in the broadest sense of the 
nation that southerners will next March assume positions of au- 
thority and responsibility unprecedented since the ante-bellum 
regime. 

They will enjoy power and confidence not even approximated 

during the two administrations of Cleveland. 
For in the days of Cleveland there still lingered here and there 
the marks of sectional cleavage and sectional distrust. Much had 
been done toward the restoration of national amity. But here and 
there showed old scars, and here and there appeared the ghosts of 
past misgivings and dividing lines. , 

All that is now changed. Without a tangible or an intangible 
fetter, the south becomes the overshadowing factor in control of 
the common nation. 

Every issue that presents itself—from the tariff on down to 
the smallest detail of legislation—must be considered from the angle 
of nationalism, not sectionalism. 

Sectional scrambles must be taboo. 

Anything that savors of littleness or provincialism must be re- 
jected. 

The south, during the ante-bellum period, produced men big 
enough of brain and sturdy enough of morals to rule the nation 
without regard to geographical boundaries. 

We believe it is still producing such men. 

America and—in a way—the world, will be watching to see how 
the south conducts itself under these new and epoch-making con- 


‘ditions. 


Thus far, southern statesmen have borne themselves with ad- 
mirable restraint, and employed excellent perspective. 


Upon the religious maintenance of that policy will depend the 


writing of one of the most important chapters in American history— 
the final, absolute demonstration of the American ideals’ of the 
southerner, without prejudice and without handicap. 

Fate has conspired to throw down the gauntlet to the southern 
states. It is sokemnly incumbent upon their representatives in the 
federal government henceforth to prove that the nation’s verdict 
and the nation’s estimate are just ones. 


A DEFUNCT, BUT ACTIVE CONGRESS. 


The last session of the sixty-second congress, now in session, 
represents a queer paradox—a lawmaking body really defunct ac- 
cording to the popular will, but active in so far as the power of 
legislation is concerned. The spectacle, which recurs constantly 
under our curious constitutional system, increasingly draws na- 
tional repugnance and is likely eventually to lead to a constitu- 
tional amendment more quickly vitalizing the ‘public mandate. Tlie 
following extract from The Boston Transcript offers characteristic 
comment on the situation: 


One of the admitted defects in the machinery of our government is this 
holdover session of congress whereby a party defeated in the national elections 
in November is permitted to remain in power until the fourth of March of the 
following year. Instead of changing the date of the inauguration from March 
until April on account of the weather, a more sensible change would be an 
amendment to the constitution providing for the inauguration of the president 
on the first of January following the November election, and for the convening 
of the new congress at the same time. Surely it is of greater importance that 
the machinery of government provide for an earlier fesponse to the popular 
will, as expressed at the national election, than it is to fix the inauguration at 
a time of year when the circus features of the inaugural parade can be 
increased without the danger of weather interference. 

If President-designate Wilson had been minded not to call an 
extra session of congress, more than a year would have elapsed 
before the demand for tariff revision, uttered recently at the polls, 
could have been vitalized. Such is the effect of absence of quick 
connection between the ballot box and our legislative machinery. 

It may be argued that this pause, énforced by law, makes for 
“cooling time” and conservatism. But the English, proverbially 
the most conservative of peoples, do not appear to recognize the 
lf the dominant party in Great Britain 
fails of putting through its program on a vital poimt, parliament is 
dissolved and the matter is taken straight to the polls. The same 
procedure prevails in Canada, and in a great many other nations 
not republican even im torm. 

The Transcript’s suggestion, which is only typical of general 
press comment, is likely to create sympathetic echoes.. In’ the 
meanwhile, it is passing strange that a government assumedly 
“popular” should have to go abroad to find object-lessons looking 


toward bringiag power more closely to the people. 
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THIS Ss 
Representatives of the foremost commercial organizations in | 
the southern states and of the countries to the south of us will gather 
in Atlanta Tuesday and Wednesday of this week to discuss the 
effect upon American trade possibilities of the opening of the 
Panama canal, with especial reference to the southern states. The 
conference is upon the initiative of the Atlanta Chamber of ‘Com- 
merce, and is characteristically in line with the progressive and far- 
seeing spirit of that organization. 

The south, in common with America, singularly enough, has 
been slow to recognize the new epoch in international commerce 
with the adding of the Panama canal to the world’s business equip- 
ment. The great trading nations of Europe’are busily engaged ip 
preparations for the event. All and singular, they are strengthening 
their merchant marine and making more smooth their relations with 
the nations that will be more intimately affected by the operation 
of the canal. 

America, building and paying for the great ditch, seemg less 
concerned than any other important power as to its international 
Significance. Aside from making regulations for the operation of 
the canal, we have done little to prepare ourselves in a commercial 
sense. The south has a particularly vital stake in the era to be 
ushered in by the canal, and the forthcoming conference should aid 
materially in impressing this fact upon every southern interest. | 

Our nearness to the isthmus and our huge command of raw 
resources and of almost illimitable water power, make it logical that 
the south will be that section of America most directly the bene- 
ficiary of enlarged trade relations following the opening of the canal. 
The southern port and trans-shipping business alone will be a tre- 
mendous factor in the Panama equation. New outlets will be opened 
not only to the west coast of South America, but in an even greater 
degree to the Orient with its commercial future as yet uncharted. 

It is, therefore, at a time unusually auspicious that southern 
business men are called. in conference to debate ways and means 
tecward reaping the harvest that is just ahead. The fact that there 
will also be present diplomatists and business men prominent in the 
life of Central and South America, gives the finishing touch of cos- 
mopolitanism to the conference.

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MR. BERGER AND THE SOUTH. 


Victor L. Berger, the socialist representative in congress from 
Milwaukee who was retired in the past general election, delivered 
his swan-song on the floor of the house the other day. With due 
tribute to his acumen, he appears to have allowed himself to wax 
too pessimistic over the general outlook. He viewed the nation’s 
future with foreboding, and was especially melancholy with regard 
to the south. He proclaimed that this section is “thirty years behind 
the north in economic development,” and further, “that it ig just 
entering upon that riot of capitalistic development through which 
the north has passed during the last thirty years.” | 

Had Mr. Berger kept abreast of events in this section, he would 
not have been led into the error of believing that we are three 
decades behind the north in economic development. As a matter 
of easily ascertainable fact, it is exactly within the past three decades 
that the south has made substantial progress toward approximating 
the economic standards of the nation. -The rising statistics of the 
three past federal censuses establish that condition. In every chan- 
nel, economic and industrial evolution has gone forward. Population 
has kept pace, and the south’s viewpoint has been quickened and 
vitalized until today it is even more fresh and modern than that of 
the nation as a whole. 

In proportion, of course, this section has not kept pace with the 
north, the east and the west. The civil war and reconstruction ex- 
plain that phenomenon. The south had to perform the anomalous 
task of lifting itself by its boot-straps out of the mire, before it could 
begin to turn its face in the direction taken industrially by other 
portions of the country. And while it was engaged in this arduous 
task, the remainder of the nation was forging ahead at a speed 
truly magical. 

Representative Berger is also misinformed with regard to the 
“riot of capitalistic development.” There is no riot about the south’; 
progress. ft is the calm, measured stride of a people who know their 
assets and the sanest way to materialize them. The keenest and 
most judicial authorities of the nation are a unit in the agreement 
that, considering its marvelous possibilities and advancement, the 
south is today the most conservative part of America. 

So Mr. Berger will have to “guess again.’””’ There is much that 
is admirable in socialism. It is only when it exaggerates and loses 
perspective, as in this case, that it gets at cross-purposes with the 
soundness of the average American outlook. 


__, 
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A SYSTEM THAT INVITES PANIC. 


Every congressman, democratic, republican or “bull moose,” as 
well as every American citizen whose memory harks back to the 
days of the “clearing house certificate,” may well read and analyze 
the recent annual report of Secretary of the Treasury Franklin 
MacVeagh. He literally scarifies our present currency and banking 
system, and declares that as long as it is allowed to remain un- 
amended the government will be actually particeps criminis to 
future panics and stringencies. 

The issue is essentially a non-partisan one.- President-designate 
Wilson recognized that fact when he made our miserable currency 
system the theme of many of his campaign speeches. Every secre- 
tary of the treasury for the past twenty years and all our foremost 
students of economics are agreed on the need of wholesale revision. 
More than one imposing commission has investigated and reported 
on the subject. Its consideration by congress cannot much longer 
be deferred. ; 

America, one’ of the greatest industrial and commercial nations 
in the world, is doing business with a financial system that is a 
patchwork of odds and ends totally out of harmony with the methods 
of those other powers with which it must compete for international 
trade. The expansion of our business is handicapped not only 
abroad, but at home. Instead of proving a tower of strength in time 
of adversity, our currency system is a source of menace and con- 
stant uneasiness to financiers. The class that pays the largest 
penalty is composed of the small business men, who are “squeezed” 
when hard times appear on the horizon. 

Admittedly, the subject must be approached in deliberation and 
with care. It is nota legitimate or patriotic field for demagogy. 
But that readjustment must be materialized, and with the least pos- 
sible-delay, is a matter of common knowledge among the Americans 
in the slightest degree in touch with their needs of their day.

It ts declared tn 
the memorable treaty with the mother 
country, which for all these years has 
kept from the Great Lakes the frown- 
ing menace of armored steel and 
yawning cannon—and God grant that 
it will ever be so! Now, if disarma- 
ment is good policy on the lakes, 
which separate us, why not, on a 
broader scale, for the oceans whose 
waves beat on either distant shore? 

Not that we may dispense with 
fleets and their accompaniments untill 
the perjed of universal peace, when 
“all the nations of the earth shall turn 
their swords into plowshares,” but if 
it is now wise and politic to agree to 
court peace on the lakes, by avoiding 
even the semblance of irritation, why 
is it not timely on the broad oceans 
of the earth, and under remote skies 
where dwell those who, in the illimit- 
able brotherhood ‘of the universe. are 
kith and kin with us, in the great 
family of mankind? 

The heat of hate that was born of 
the seven years’ war burned to em- 
bers in the bosoms of our ancestors, 
and the American of today, while as 
patriotic in principle—and as canny in 
commerce—as his Pilgrim fathers or 
as his “brother across the line,” makes 
patriotism a reality and does his daily 
business under the banner and Inspira- 
tion of universal peace. 

And just here let me say that, side 
by side In the hall of national fame, 
with the great heroes who have lent 
luster to the nation’s arms, will live 
our present prince of peace, whose 
master mind has focused the atten- 
tion of all nations upon the attain- 
ment of peace as an international 
policy. 

Although the vicissitudes of politics 
will rob his hand of the power to seal 
the policy of a nation by-a stroke of 
the pen, the great life-work accom- 
plished by William H. Taft toward the 
attainment of world-wide peace has 
consecrated his name in every hotise- 
hold in every country where love of 
peace abides, and the strong hand that 
held the pen which signed the pro- 
posed peace treaty, still has the power 
to hold, in loving loyalty, the hearts 
of men. 

God planted the seed of brotherhood 
in the human Neart and it has grown 
and expanded. Like the breaking of 
the blossom, nourished by the blessed 
sunshine of reason and of truth, it has 
burst forth in its God-given glory to 
brighten the lives and lighten the bur- 
den of all mankind! 


Our Common

We've been hung up 
between “progressivism” and “stand- 
patism” until the main issue has been 
lust for two decades. It has been said 
that a “stand-patter’”’ is one who stops 
and don’t know how to start, and that 
a “progressive” is one who starts and 
don’t know how to stop. Be that as 
it may—after all these years of weary 
waiting—in striking contrast with the 
English: method of direct and immedi- 
ate action, we have at last rounded 
things up in our country, and if we 
don’t get what we at least think we, 
want now, there will be a rattling of 
dry bones in this country the like of 
which the world has not heard since 
the Hebrew children departed for the 
Promised Land. 

In addition to the advantake of your 
more prompt system of administrative 
change, you have another great ad- 
vantage over us in the certainty and 
the promptness with which you meet 
the ends of justice. It isn’t fashion- 
able nor good for for one’s health to 
be a criminal in Canada any more 
than tt is in England. There the crim- 
inal gets his just desert—and he usual- 
ly gets it quickly. What better illus- 
tration could be offered than the Crip- 
pen case, which started in Canada and 
ended in England, all covering a period 
too short to obtain, in this country, an 
indictment, much less than to get the 
first of a half-dozen verdicts to which 
even the most guilty criminal holds 
himself to be constitutionally entitled, 
as part of the maze of technicality 
which commences with crime and too 
often ends with acquittal. 

A National 
Hope. 

But a ray of light comes as a na- 
tional hope in the admirable example 
of Judge John, W. Goff, of this city, in 
his recent trials of the police murder 
cases—though it’s a long way yet to 
the end. If we had more Goffs on 
American benches we would have less 
crime and our record of criminal con- 
viction and punishment would not suf- 
fer such shameless contrast with that 
of the mother country. 

What wonderful people the English 
are in meeting. great crises! And how 
much better for us had we met the 
greatest crisis in ovr history—involv- 
ing. largely the same conditions—as 
they did. The success of their policy 
in this instance drives home the dif- 
ference in the mannér in which we 


close of our dreadful war of the 60s, 
and with far different results. 

At the close of the Boer war far 
SZraver complications threatened in 
dealing with the native horde of ne- 
froes than confronted the southern 
States at the close of: our war—for 
there were many more of them ‘to the 
Same area.

And when 
thé great work of restoration and 
rehabilitation was undertaken, the 
conquered Boers were treated neither 
as aliens nor as enemies, and their 
generals and their leaders were not 
barred from the national law-making 
assemblage. Instead, General Botha 
himself, the Stonewall Jackson of the 
Transvaal, was made the premier in

wisdom of that policy has written its 
own answer in the history of South 
Africa, since then. 

No wonder that the universal ver- 
dict is that England was right and we 
were wrong. I reopen the record in 
no spirit of bitterness, for this dark 
chapter of our history has long since 
been closed. The error of our govern- 
ment was found in time and finally 
corrected. But if at first the English 
policy in dealing with the Boers had 
been adopted the saddest chapter in 
our history—worse than the civil war 
itself—would never have been written.

county, or LaGrange, was unfolded 
when application for charter was filed 
this week by the LaGrange Develop~ 
ment company, which is to have a 
capital stock of $1,000.000. to be spent 
in the improvement and development 
of LaGrange and Troup county. 

The application wag filed very qu!- 
etly and came ‘as a great surprise to 
many inhabitants of the town and 
county. but the moment the names 
signed to the charter became known it 
was realized that the biggest things 
ever undertaken for the town and 
county were about to come forth in 
tangible form. 

Those signing the petition for char- 
ter to the court were: Fuller E. Cal- 
laway, C. V. Truitt, J. G. Truftt, H. C. 
Butler and J: A. Perry. It is under- 
stood that a number of others will be 
admitted into the company as soon as 
‘charter is obtained. 

The personnel of those signing the 
Original application for charter Is the 
highest in the state. Hon. Fuller BE. 
Callaway is a big retail and wholesale 
Gealer, farmer and cotton mifll man, 
and known all over the state. Hon. 
J. G. Truitt. is a very heavy land- 
owner in Atlanta and a large cotton 
mill and property-owner here itn La- 
Grange, with his home here. J.-H. 
Edmondson is a merchant and cotton 
mill and warehouse man of LaGrange. 
H. C. Butler is one of the largest in- 
@ividual property-owners in LaGrange. 
J. A. Perry ts editor and owner of The 
LaGrange Reporter, and is associated 
with Hon. Fuller E. Callaway in near- 
ly all of his work. 

The full plang of the company are 
being carefully guarded at present. 

It is understood that one of the 
first things the company will do will 
be to erect a new $100,000 hotel for

“A good newspaper reporter must 
have legs as well as brains.” 

So declared Henry W. Grady when 
he was editor of The Constitution 
thirty years ago, and it was true in 
that era of journalism, for the re- 
porter who got the news had to walk 
for it. There were no telephones, no 
trolley cars, no auto cars when Mr. 
Grady made legs an equivalent of 
brains. 

In this day of news gathering the 
reporter can sit in his office and in- 
vestigate stories or obtain Interviews 
by simply calling for a number over 
the phone, or if the story demands a 
personal visit he can hurry to the 
scene on a trolley or in an auto. 

Thirty years ago a reporter thought 
nothing of legging two or three miles 
for a story. There were, of course, a 
few horse cars, but these reached only 


| short distances and in only limited 


sections of the city. 
Had to “Leg” for the News. 
When Ed Bruffey was police reporter 
for The Constitution, Rap Cheshire po- 
lice reporter for The Journal and I 
was filling the same position on The 


' Evening Capitol, we tramped day and 


night into every part of the city, 
chasing news. We had no telephones 
to verify a report before we investi- 
gated. 

Sometimes when very long trips 
were to be made into the country, 
horseback riding was indulged in, and 
I recall that Bruff used to go galloping 
through the streets on a piebald pony 
when there was not a vestige of a 
news story in sight. I always though 
he did it to cause speculation and make 
his rivals nervous about a “scoop.” 

The telephone, while it saves trou- 
ble dnd time, is in some respects a 
drawback to good reporting. In dis- 
counting the legs that Mr. pom 


thought so necessary over a quarter 
of a century ago, the telephone is too 
often resorted to and causes many 
good stories to lack that vividnes f 
color and detail which can best be bp 
tained by the reporter who is “on the 
spot.” The city editor of today fre- 
quently feels called upon to request 
the reporter not to use the phone, buat 
to “go out after it.” 
A Famous Walking Match. 

So firmly did Mr. Grady Delieve in 
legs as well as brains that he pro- 
moted a walking match between the 
local reporters. 

On May 9, 1884, the walking match 
was held In a cotton warehouse which 
was located on the southwest corner 
of South Forsyth and Hunter streets. 

The entries were as follows, the 
numbers being drawn before the start: 

No, 1—Sam W. Small. 

No. 2—E. T. Byington. 

No. 3—Josiah Carter. 

No. 4—Smith Clayton. 


o'clock Gaturday morning and ended 


Na. 6—R. M. Cheshire. 

No. 7-—-C. T. Logan. 

No. 8—E. C. Bruffey. 

The match was a “g0-as-you-please” 
for twelve hours. It started at 10 


at 10 o’clock that night. 

The warehouge was packed from the 
time the walking match started until 
it was finished. Atlanta, from docial 
crtist to humble strata, turned out en 
mazse as to a great fete. The affair 
is remembered today by many Atlan- 
tans as one of the most entertaining 
exhibitions it was ever their pleasure 
to witness. The contest of legs was 
heralded for days before it camé off, 
and many people attended from ad- 
joining towns. 

Trained and Properly Rigged. 

For weeks before the match the re- 
porters were handled with profession- 
al care by trainers, and they all en- 
tered in the “pink of condition.” On 
the eventful day the contestants ap- 
peared dressed, or undressed, like pr»- 
fessionals, wearing the regulation 
trunks, The betting was heavy and 
many substantial wagers were offered 
on all the reporters. The long-legged 
bo}s, it was said, such as Smith Clay- 
ton and Sam Small, led on the cards, 
while the ducklegged, like Bruff and 
Cheshire, were long shots. But the 
short legs were the best, for Cheshire 
won first prize, Carter second, and 
Bruff third. The score at the end was 
as follows: 

Cheshire, 48 miles and 1 lap; Carter, 
48 miles; Bruffey, 46 miles and 9 laps; 
Byington, 40 miles and 12 laps;. Clay- 
ton, 38 miles: Small, 37 miles and 3 
laps; Ramsdell, 35 miles and 5 laps; 
Logan, 21 miles and 8 laps. 

The illustrations, which are repro- 
duced above, appeared on May 10, 1884, 
in the account of the match and were 
made from chalk plate cuts and under 
the direction of Clark Howell, now 
editor of The Constitution, who was 
then just beginning his journalistic 
career. 

All the contestants in the match are 
living with the exception of Mr. 
Cheshire, who died several years ago 
in Washington, D. Cc. Mr. Logan is in 
New York; Mr. Ramsdell, in a western 
city; Mr. Byington is in Miami, Fla.; 
Mr. Carter Senator Smith's secre- 
tary; Mr. Bruffey and Mr. Clayton are 
in Atlanta; Mr. Small is in Oklahoma 
city. 

The Walking Days Are Over. 

The days of reportorial legs are over. 
A one-legged reporter, if he is quick- 
witted and has a nose for news, can 
now do faster work than the news- 
gatherer did with two good legs thir- 
ty years ago. He can sit in a cozy 
office and interview over the telephone 
fifty men in a few hours, when it used 
to take a good walker all day, or he 
can ring up a number and get -his 
facts in a few minutes, when it for- 
merly took hours of hard, steady 
tramping, or he can board a trolley 
car, or jump into an auto and work 
up a story miles away, when years 
ago it meant many hours of weary 
walking. 

The walking match of 1884 may have 
demonstrated a news-gatherer’s worth 
to his paper. In 1912 such a contest 
would be regarded as perfectly use- 
less.’

The Du Bose Firing Line has 4 
platform and its planks are quite oft- 
en repeated. The public is never in 
doubt as to what we are driving at. 
Here are a few of the things we are 
laboring in season and out of season 
to accomplish: 

Concerning Railroads. 

Mileage shoulg be pulled on trains, 
Or some simple form of interchanga- 
ble transportation that will enable the 
salesman to put in his full time at 
every stop he makes and have the 
pri@lege of changing his route on 
board the train, when it is to his 
best interest to do so. 

Railroads should allow at least 200 
pounds of baggage on each ticket, 
since the rough handling of a trunk 
is such that it must weigh nearly 
150 pounds to stand the wear and tear 
of travel. 

Forty-eight hours storage at des- 
tination before charges are put on 
baggage. As itis at’ present a ‘sales- 
man often has to pay storage before 
lie Can determine Whether or not. it 
is to his advantage to move his trunks. 
This additional free storage would al- 
low the traveling salesman to spend 
aa day at home without paying stor- 
age. Common justice requires this 
concession of the roads. 

A better adjustment of 
baggage charged. 

Better sanitary conditions in many 
railroad coaches and stations. More 
attention given to regulating the tem- 
perature of coaches. 

Stops made at all points where a 
roaqg g0es into another state, and 
where the interstate rate is lower than 
that of the interstate, so that pas. 
sengers can have time to get out and 
purchase new ttickets. Or require 
agents at starting points to sell tickets 
so as to cover this difference... For 
instance the rate to Chattanooga is 
$3.80. Whereas if a stop was made 
at Dalton and a new ticket secured, the 
transportation would be only 3.12. 

Concerning Hotels. 

Better sanitary laws for the state 
are demanded, and an inspector sys- 
tem which will give efficient ser- 
Vice in the kitchen, dining room, toil- 
ets and Lea rooms of hotels. Every 
possible safeguard should be useg to

secure pure food for the guests of 
hotels. 

The regulation of hotel charges so 
that fractional parts of a day shall 
be adjusted on an equitable basis 
to both the hotel and the guest. 

Hotels to discountenance tipping and 
reduce this evil to a minimum, 


For the South.

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DIFFICULTIES OF THE CREDIT MAN. 
By PEYTON DOUGLAS. oe 


The credit man of“one of Atlanta’s¢against those in the report which ap- 


argest wholesale houses recently re- 
marked to ‘the writer: “The credit 
man’s is a thankless job. If he turns 
down an account which appears to him 
loubtful and the party afterwards 
makes good, the firm’s salesmen are 
kicking about his turning down good 
business. If, on the other hand, he 


‘passes the account and his firm gets 


‘quently 


a loss, he att least is kicking himself 
for not following his best judgment 
and turning down the account.” : 
The position of credit man is, indeed, 
one difficult to fill. The firm he repre- 
sents wants to do a steadily increasing 
business. The salesmen want the or- 
ders they send in shipped. If the credit 
man turns down every order concern- 
ing which he has the slightest doubt 
about the wisdom of shipping, he fre- 
turns down g004 business, 
which results in the curtailing of the 
volume of business which could be 
done. by his ‘house, and . sometimes 
makes an enemy of a firm which after- 
wards makes a success of business, 
and which would have made them a 
good customer. On the other hand, the 
credit man is expected to hold down 
the losses of his firm, and he cannot 
afford to put his O. K. on orders when 
there is a reasonable doubt in his mind 
as to the advisability of shipping. He 
weighs all the evidence before him, 
much as a jury does, studies carefully 
his reports from the mercantile agen- 
cies on the firm asking credit; weighs 
the points which appear to be favorable

pear to be unfavorable, and some s0 
indefinite as to be neither. In. many 
cases the crelit man requires a per- 
sonal statement from the firm seeking 
credit. He weighs the assets against 
the Habilities. The probable shrinkage 
in value of the different items among 
the assets. Reads between the lines. 
Considers the liabilities carefully, won- 
ders if there are any contingent Habi'- 
ittes not listed. Gets personal refer- 
ences of the firm seeking credit from 
those from whom they have been buy- 
ing in the past, and possibly from their 
bank. He studies and weighs carefully 
the report of his salesman who sent in 
the order, and, after all the evidence is 
in and has been carefully considered 
pro and con, makes up his mind as to 
whether or not the account of the firm 
will likely prove a desirable one, and 
either puts his O. K. on the order or 
decides to decline to open the account. 

This, of course, applies to the new 
customer with whom he has never had 
any dealings. But, what about the ac- 
count of the old customer who. has 
probably bought from his firm for 
years, and whose account in the past 
has been satisfactory, but who has re- 
cently been slow, and sometimes very 
slow, in meeting his obligations when 
due, when he sends in more orders on 
top of a past-due account? He has been 
a good customer in the past, has paid 
the firm thousands of dollars, but the 
credit man does not like the looks of 
the account at the time he gets the ad- 
ditional orders. There may be some 
g0od reason for hjs being slow, and the 
condition may be only temporary. On 
the other hand, the account may be 
going from bad to worse, and the 
debtor nearing the shoals of bank- 
ruptcy. 

The credit man again thinks and 
puzzles his brain, considering this point 
which is favorable and that point 
which is decidedly unfavorable, and he 
is loath to cut off an old customer. If 
he refuses the additional order, or to 
grant the additional time requested, his 
action may precipitate the bankruptcy 
of an old customer’ who may, with a 
little help just at the critical time, pull 
out and continue a good customer in 
the future. On the other hand, the cus- 
tomer may be beyond the point when 
help will be of any lasting benefit to 
him; his failure in the near future may 
be inevitable, and if the credit man au- 
thorizes the shipment of further goods 
he may be only adding to the loss 
which his firm will sustain. It’s a hard 
problem, and, as our friend, the credit 
man, says, if he turns down an account 
which appears to be doubtful and the 
Same makes good, their salesmen are 
kicking. If he passes the credit and 
the debtor fails, his firm loses. In mak- 
ing up his mind, the credit man fre- 
quently stands “’Twixt the devil and 
the deep blue sea.”

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SALESMANSHIP. 

After all the fine talk about psy- 
chology and so forth necessary in 
salesmanship, the one greatest of ail 
gifts a man can have to succeed on 
the road is just old-rashioned PLOD. 
Though the man may Pave the gift 
of gab and such faith ‘that he can 
remove mountains, if he has not plod 
he is as a tinkling symbol and sound- 
ing brass, for he will never reach the 
portals of the successful salesman. 

Once I asked a very successful 
sales manager this question: “Suppose 
two men were to apply for a position 
on the road and all you knew was 
that one was brilliant and the other a 
plodder, which would you choose?’ 
His answer came. very quickly: “rll 
take the plodder every time.”’ 

We find here the exact thought 
which was in the mind of Aesop when 
he wrote the fable of the race between 
the rabbit and the turtle and the lat- 
ter first reached the goal. 

It is not one sale, nor a dozen, 
which enables the salesman to reach 
the goal, “but it is the continual 
stream of orders coming into the 
house which tells the tale and brings 
the salary. 

It is not meant by this to under- 
estimate the brilliant salesman or 
elevate over him.the common plodder, 
for we are considering these two 
qualities independently. Of course 
the best of all is the brilliant man 
who is also blessed with the gift of 
plod, for that man will stand among 
princes and sit beside kings. 

Of the two the plodder is decidedly 
in the lead in this one respect. The 
brilliant salesman is too prone to rest 
on this abilities, and the Knowledge 
that he can, with little effort, 
handle his trade. This has a decided 
tendency to lessen effort yand thereby 
nroduce indolence. Whereas the 
plodder starts out with the distinct 
feeling that nothing will come his 
way unless he sticks right close to his 
job. He never becomes discouraged 
and the instances are rare that he 
does not make good. 


THE RETAIL MERCHANT. 


An incident occurred in this city 
last week which illustrates one of w..e 
many problems which confronts the 


retail merchant and one which is ex- 
ceedingly difficult for him to over- 
come. 

A lady was out shopping and want- 
ed to buy a pair of shoes. She en- 
tered one of the leading shoe houses 
for the first time. A young clerk 
appeared whose general appearance 
indicated that he regarded himself as 
the most important part of the con- 
cern. The lady, who is very practi- 
cal and not sensitive, paid lLttle at- 
tention to this except to be amused. 

She called for a patent leather shoe 
and the smart Alec Drought her one 
of medium finish. She glanced at it 
and said she desired something better. 
With a sneer the boy rephed, “Ah, 
this isn’t nice enough for you, then. I 
will get you another kind.” Not only 
his speech, but his air was so re- 
pulsive that she turned and as she was 
leaving said, “You need not show me 
anything more,” 

Now that lady left with a very un- 
favorable impression of that house. It 
will be a long time if she ever en- 
ters those doors again. But more, in 
speaking to her friends, she is very 
likely to mention this incivility. 

The firm stands very high in the 
city and likely the management would 
not for a moment permit anything 
of the kind and requires of all its 


|salesmen perfect courtesy to all cus- 


tomers. But the old law comes to 
mind that the principal is responsible 
for the acts of his agents. 

There is but one way for the man- 
ager to prevent anything of the kind 
in his force and that ts for him to 
trust no man with a customer until 
he is certain beyond the shadow of a 
doubt that the man or boy knows how 
to handle trade politely and efficient- 
ly. This information can be had by 
keeping a close watch over the new 
salesman until he is fully understood. 
If he develops “smart Aleckery” or 
discourtesy in any form or impati- 
ence tthe best thing ror that firm is 
to give the young man his walking 
papers or put him somewhere in the 
house where he will not come in con- 
tact with customers. 

With so many firms in the same 
line of business, and !t is s0 easy to 
leave one house for another and the 
dealer W would build up his. trade, 
cannot be too careful in purging his 
soles force of discourteous og im- 
patient help.

PUBLICITY POINTERS. 


Of course every business concern 
wants more business. As a rule they 


do not mind the necessary Investment 
for advertising purposes, but too often 
they expect results before the print- 
ers’ ink has had time to be absorbed 
by the public, and frequently stop the 
process, ere the system of the public 
has become inoculated with the fluid 
and results begin to appear. 

A man will write an ad and it reads 


he fails to remember that he is deeply 
interested in the subject, while it is 
being read by a very cold world. Now, 
listen to this strange ‘proposition and 
disbelieve it if you want to, but the 
fact will remain that it is very true: 

I can start out with an honest 
scheme which positively insures very 
large returns to investors. I will 
have facts to back it up which are 
absolutely unimpeachable and so plain 
that even a fool can see it. Now, with 
this proposition [ will call upon one 
hundred business men and state my 
scheme in a cold-blooded, indifferent 
way, yet making clear the facts, and 
I will not make a deal with five out 
of the hundred. 

The reason for this is obvious. At 
this day and time the very atmosphere 
is mpregnated with schemes, good 
and ad, so that men steel themselves 
against any and everything which 
may come along. Then, these are busy 
times, and people will not concentrate 
on any one subject, without persistent 
effort on the part of- somebody. 

After reading this the prospective 
advertiser may become discouraged 
and give up all idea of paying out 
money for this kind of publicity when 
the chances seem so much against 
him. But here he is met with even a 
more serious proposition, and one 
which he has to consider whether he 
wants to or not. 

If other concerns of his kind are 
going after business with printers’ ink 
and he refuses, then he may rest as- 
sured that his competitor is sure to 
lead with this daditional power added 
to his business. But I see some man 
smiling when he reads this, and thinks 
of how he is in the lead with no ap- 
propriation for advertising, and his 
competitor is making this investment. 
This is often to be found, but just 
wait and see the ultimate results. 

There is no instance on record oi 
a concern putting on the market 
goods of merit and 


ity that that firm ever failed to win 
in the end.

THE CREDIT MAN. 


wisdom and tact above the ordinary 
kind, is the credit man. His dutie: 
extend far beyond the limit of human 
faculties. The making or breaking oz 
a firm is in his hands. 

Last week, under this head, T spoke 
of a credit man saying he required all 
of his salesmen to make full reports 
on every order sent out. If he meant 
what he said and “required’ ‘obedid- 
ence to his command, I'll venture the 
assertion that he gets poor reports. 
There are some things which can’t be 
required of men, and especially where 
their self-interests seem to lead in a 
different direction. . 

To get the best service out of his 
salesmen, the credit man must, first 
of all, stand very close to them. They 
must regard him as their warm per- 
sonal friend. When this relationship 
has been established the difficulties of 
this important official are materially 
reduced. 

Then, the credit man can point out 
to the salesman where it is not only 
to the nterest of the firm, but to his 
own, to make the fullest investigation 
and send uncolored reports. On the 
other hand, the credit man will listen 
to the traveler as he tells of his own 
troubles. First, he may have sold a 
bill on what he considered satisfac- 


leave the town before his investiga- 
tion had been completed. He can fur- 
ther find a ready ear to'his arguments 
that while the agency reports may 
give a low ratng that he (the sales- 
man) has learned inside facts worth 
considering. 

Without this feeling of confidence 
between the two branches of the firm, 
there is sure to rise an antagonism, 
and the man who sells the goods is 
apt to put on all the color the pa- 
tient will stand, and the credit man, 
on the other hand, will disbelieve ev- 
erythng, or at least fail to give credit 
when it should be given. 

As a rule, of course, with its excep- 
tions, a man can better fill the office 
of the credit man, if he nas seen 

tual service on the firing line. This 
psubject s a broad one, and will receive 
further discussion in these columns.

THE STENOGRAPHER 
A WORLD POWER 


This is a dav of great fortunes. 
Men accumulate wealth, and some are 
more influential than at any period of 
the world’s history. As human nature 
never changes, from whence comes this 
mighty power which enables a man to 
so easily make a fortune and wield 
such an influence in the financial 
world? 

. Of course, conditions are more favor- 
able for this purpose, but I affirm that 
the greatest of all factors in bringing 
about such things is found in the man 
or woman sitting at the elbow of a 
business man or politician ready to 
take his thoughts and transcribe them 
to paper—the stenographer. Before 
the day of shorthand writers a man 
had to write his own letters and there- 
by his canacity was limited to a large 
extent. He could write but few, until 
he was weary and had to rest. Fre- 
quently his penmanship was so faulty 


that his letter lost a large part of its- 


force. Compare a badly written page 
with one neatly gotten up by a stenog- 
rapher. 

Now a man can dictate any number 
of letters with practically no fatigue. 
Thus we have a man of brains capable 
of unlimited time and force to devote 
to any scheme he may have in his 
head. Let us suppose that J. P. Mor- 
gan never had a stenographer, but had 
to write all of his own letters, could 
he have handled anything like the 
amount of business he has so success- 
fully manipulated?

_ FOR SOUTHERN MERCHANTS? 


Having covered several other points in the effort to prove that the 
southern retail merchant will fare better in the Atlanta wholesale market 
than by buying of the big eastern jobber, I will for today speak of the At- 
lanta jobber in the marke*. When last in New York I closely investigated 
the manner of the Atlanta wholesaler as a shopper. . 

I thought then and still believe that if the southern merchants could 
have been with me and seen how the selections were being made for the 
trade in this territory, few, if any, would have ever gone to the east for 
their stocks. 

In the first place the Atlanta jobber among the eastern mills is a cold- 
blooded proposition. He may have his friends, but when he is buying goods, 


it’s quality, prices and adaptability that counts, while friendship is cast to 
the winds, so far as any influence it may exercise in warping the judgment. 

First of all; as stated before, the Atlanta jobber goes to the east to 
meet his agent there. He learns direct from first hands all about the mar- 
ket. What is doing and what is likely to happen. He is in every sense 
placed in equally as favorable a position as the biggest of the big ones 
located in that section, so far as gaining a full knowledge of what is going 
on in his line. 

Having thus posted himself thoroughly he begins to buy. How is 
this done? Well, as stated, it is very cold-blooded. Agents of different 
mills are advised of his presence in the market and they are not slow in 
bringing to the office -f the Atlanta jobber’s agent the best they have to 
offer and there they leave their samples to be iater compared with others, 
AFTER THE FACTORY AGENT HAS TAKEN HIS LEAVE. Of course 
me is exanined with the closest scrutiny, before any contracts are 
placed. 

But this is not all of it. The Atlanta jobber goes among»the jobbing 
houses and is on the lookout for everything new and attractive. Perhaps 
he finds here and there certain things which look good to him. [If so, he 
requests that samples be sent to his headquarters for further examination 
and comparison with other lines of the same kind. 

Do they get in a hurry to come on back home? Not on your Hife. The 
Atlanta wholesaler goes to market expecting to invest a large sum in dry 
goods, notions, etc., and he takes plenty of time. He realizes the fact that 
he will have competition from every source. He pictures his salesmen on 
the road with their lines showing them to the trade. He sees very plainly 
that if he makes a mistake anywhere, it will cost him many a sale, not 
only of that specific item, but may perhaps stand in the way of the man 
with the sample cases landing any order at all. His stock must be full 
of trade winners or his money will remain tied up in stock standing in his 
bins, while the trade is going elsewhere. These buyers usually remain 
in market fram ten days to two weeks. 

As buyers to send east every firm selects the shrewdest and best man 
about the house for the purpose. If he is not found in the proprietorship, 
another is given the important duty of buying. Nor is this confined to 
one man, for usually there is the notion buyer and the dry goods buyer. 
It is of course some expense to send a man to the east, but the wise At- 
lanta firms realize the importance of having men there who are familiar 
with the merchandise in their specific departmeagt, hence two or more

Few things in the life or general 
makeup of President-elect Woodrow 
Wilson will now escape the ever- 
watchful news gatherer.

As my father was at this time (some 
forty years ago) a contemporary. min- 
ister with Dr. Woodrow I heard very 
much of the new-fangled ideas which 
were being hoisted on the old Presby- 
terian system of doctrines. Being ed- 
itor of the leading church paper and 
a professor in one of the _ leading 
schools of the prophets, Dr. Woodrow 
was in a position to have his views 
well scattered over the church before 
he was brought to account for his 
teachings. Then, being 80 prominent 
in the church, it was no small matter 
to bring him before his church courts. 

This was, however, finally done, and 
it made one of the biggest fights in 
the history of the denomination. After 
a long trial before the general assem- 
bly—the highest court—the conserva- 
tives won out, but the verdict was 
so mild on the offender that much dis- 
satisfaction existed.

Attorney General Wickersham. 

No navy yard employees below the 
grade of skilled mechanics will be af- 
fected by President Taft’s order. A 
recent conference of navy yard com- 
mandants recommended, that the men 
bp placed in the classified service, and 
that was approved by Secretary Meyer. 

Tool-makers, electricians, stonecut- 
ters, machinists, masons, moulders, 
ordinance men, plumbers and others 
will be affected by the order. Until 
eligible lists for the new classifica- 
tions can be prepared, new appoint- 
ments to such positions will be made 
in the regular way. . 

Rules for conveying the 20,060 men 
into the classified service have been

- Captain Somerville first went to sea 
in 1853, and was commissioned as a 
captain in 1864, from New York. He 
retired ¢rom active service seventeen 
years ago: During the forty years he 
spent as a seaman he was engaged in 


| shipping in the Pacific, South Ameri- 


can and North Atlantic trade. Pre- 
vious to retiring he was engaged prin- 
Cipally in the coasting trade from 
Jacksonville, Mla., to Philadelphia. He 
Was in the employ of A. A. Lowe & 
Bros., of New York, for five years in 
the California and China trade. 
Captain Somerville says that the 
ship subsidy which congress is dis- 
cussing will not bring about the relief 
to American shipping which is wanted. 


Ne Relief From Subsidy. 


“The subsidy bill,”” he says, “is de- 
signed to pay ail shine doing a coast- 
ing and foreign trade a é certain 
amount of tonnage, the framer of the 
bili thinking in that way to afford re- 
lief. “It may relieve the shipowner, 
but at last the consumer will foot the 
bill. The law which prohibits any for- 
eign ship from doing a coasting trade, 
that is, in shipping commodities from 
one coast port to another, was meant 
to protect American-owned and Amer- 
lean-built ships, and it has resulted 
in a monopoly and high rates. Under 
the law, no man can have a ship built 
by a foreign power and fly the Amer- 
ican flag. That protects the American 
shipbuilder, of course. Even an Amer- 
ican ship cannot have repairs done in 
a foreign port without paying duties 
when the vessel enters American 
waters to fly the American (flag. 
When I was in command of the clip- 
per “David Brown” we were wrecked 
off Rodrique, in the Indian ocean, and 
had to put amp for repairs at Port 
Louis island, of France, and were 
there three months making the _ re- 
pairs. The cost was $48,000, and the 
money had to be borrowed on a bot- 
tomry bond at 16 2-3 per cent. When 
We reached home we had to ~-2 a 
duty of 60 per cent because the re- 
pairing was done abroad, and, to this 
Was added 30 cents a ton because we 
had been in a foreign trade. Such 
charges no ship could live under. 
Lowe & Bro: owned at one time four- 
teen clipper ships in the California 
and China trade, and they haven't 
owned a single one in the past thirty 
years. That will show how the ship- 
ping trade has played out. 

“What this government wants to do 
is to allow citizens to purchase for- 
elgn ships and put the people on the 
same footing with the national ‘gov- 
ernment. Such ships ghould be per- 
mitted to fly the American flag the 
same as American-built ships. This 
would bring about a very healthy com- 
petition, which would be the life of 
such trade. 

How Law Now Operates. 

“Ijnder the present law a foreign 
ship cannot load in New York and 
unload in San Francisco, because that 
is called coasting. There is no such 
absurd law in foreign countries. To 
show how such a law works a great 
hardship, the rate on a box of oranges 
from Jacksonville to New York is 50 
cents, a distance of 1,000 miles: 
rate for the same freight from Sicily 
to New York is only 25 cents, a dis- 
tance of 4,000 miles. The American 
people who eat Florida oranges pay 
the cost. You can carry fish from 
Nova Scotia to Porto Rico, but you 
can't reload at Porto Rico with mo- 
lasses, for a United States port, but 
must go to a foreign port to get a 
load. 

“As to subsidies, it may be well to 
mention that the British only pay 
them on mail, and in order to avoid 
the delays for mails the British ships 
Bometimes fly the American flag. 

“Because a foreign-built ship can- 
not fly the American flag, smuggling 
is resorted to in this way: An Amer!i- 
can gets hold on a foreign ship, causes 
it to fail in business and then has it 
sold under a mortgage in an Ameri- 
can port. The ship then becomes an 
American ship. It looks very simple, 
doesn’t it? Foreign ships can also be 
run aground and sold at public out- 
cry and become Americanized. 
~~ One of the first things that caused 
a decadence of American shipping 
Was the civil war, which induced own- 
ers to run for British waters and reg- 
ister as British ships to keep out of 
the way of trouble from war vessels. 

“Then, again, the steamship has, in 
@& great degree, succeeded the sailing 
vessel. Still the sailing ship could do 
good business on long voyages. 

“When it comes to reciprocity, it is 
a rule that doesn’t work both ways, 
for the 
American barges to ply its waters, 
While this government wil] not permit 
the same privilege to Canadian barges. 

“The best remedy for the shipping 
interests is for the national govern-
